WEST VIRGINIA, 


A Clreat Reservoir of Undeveloped 


Wealth—A Rival of Western 


Interoew in Boston Herald. 


"The coals of West Virginia are divided by 


a peculiar formation or 'bench' of silica, 
above which are four seams, including the fa- 
mous Pittsburg seam As we work south the 
seams increase in number and quality, for in 
the southern section of the state seams are 
seen above the water level, which, in the 
north, disappear in passing under the Ohio 
valley." 


"How many seams have been discovered!"

useful and valuable of tho cannel coals which 
iavo been imported There is one coal, which 
s hardly a cool, cither, found in Scotland, 
called the bog head, a sort of shale, eontain- 
ng an enormous quantity of gas, which 
yields, perhaps, 1,000 cubic feet of gas more 
i ton than any other cannel known 
That is 


tbe only exception. This would, I think, 
compete with tho Wigsn cool, which has 
leeu used generally in New York and m the 
0.1 ge cities ou the coast. This coal could be 
transported to any place on the eastern coast; 
on terms much more favorable than any 
~ ighshcoal at the present tune. There is 
no doubt about that.' This is a most valu- 
able opinion "

"Tins cannel deposit, which is first found in 


seams of about two feet in thickness, in- 
creases as it progresses south along the line of 
ihispioposedroad, so that in southern West 
Virginia and m Kentucky the seams ore 
found four, five, six feet in thickness, and 
are reported by the geological survey of Ken- 
;ucky, made under the direction of Prof. 
?roctor as being still thicker "

members. Prof Ansted is recognized as one 
of the first mineralogists of the world, who 
gave hia testimony after a persistent inspec- 
tion and study of most, of the coal and iron 
deposits of the world He is on entirely dis- 
interested authority, and this is the more 
marked in view of tbe 
fact that he 


is an Englisnian, and he gives testi- 
mony as to the great wealth of the Amen 
can field, whose productions necessarily 
antagonize those of his own country."

ers, whose testimony was cited in your

DIRE DISASTER. 


Destruction by Fire of the West- 


ern Union Building at 


Chicago, 


Telegraph Connection with that City 


Cut Off. 


The news was received in Deoatur this 


morning by way of Indiaaapolis of the 
destruction by fire of the office of the 
Western Union Telegraph company at 
Chicago, and all communication with the 
Garden City by wire, except through the 
railroad offices and the Union Stock 
Yards office, ia shut off for an indefinite 
period. The immense 6-story building 
stood on the southwest corner of Wash- 
ington and La Salle streets, directly 
south ot The Tines office, but it is now 
a mass of ruins. It caught fire this morn- 
ing at about 6 o'clock and was burned 
level with the ground inside of 3 boure. 
There were over 100 operators employed 
in the building. The loss ot life, it any, 
is unknown, as no communication can be 
hod with Chicago, 


The origin ot the fire cannot be learned, 


though diligent inquiries have been made 
to ascertain the cause. 


Manager Ewald, of the Deoatur office, 


has received orders to take no messages 
for Chicago, for the present, except "sub 
ject to delay."

How "Graveyard Insurance" Works in 


the County of Moultrte.- 


The people generally have bat an in- 


definite idea ot the •workings ot the al- 
leged graveyard insurance companies, 
which have victims all over the country, 
particularly in our sister county ot Moul- 
trie, where it is stated that nearly every- 
body, the young, the aged and infirm, 
have bean paying assessments to save 
their policies. Here is a sample case of 
how the scheme works m that county: 
David Mitchell, an old man, died at Beth- 
any, a email town on the Midland road, 
in March last. He had a $1500 life in 
suranoe policy in the "Eureka Life Insur- 
ance Co.," of Indianapolis, Ind., which 
is said to be the wont "graveyard oomj 
pany" in the country, and under the laws 
ot Illinois, aa we understand it, has no 
legal right to do business in this state. 
The sons of Mr. Mitchell had paid out 
$700 aa assessments on their father's pol- 
icy. The company was notified ot Mr. 
Mitchell's death, but not until Aug. 16th 
did the family get any of the insurance 
money, and when it came it was a draft 
for the small sum of $99, and no more. 
The company had made an assessment on 
the policy holders to get $1500 to pay the 
Mitchell claim, and all they realized, ac- 
cording to their statement, was $99, or 
$601 less than Mr. Mitchell had sent to 
the, company as assessments.

region of fair weather toward a re- 


on whore a storm is forming. 
4. Cirrus clou3s always move from 


B region where a storm is in process 
to a region of fair weather. 


5. Cumulus clouds always movej 


from a region of fair weather to a' 
region where a storm is forming. 


6. When cirrus clouds are moving, 


rapidly from trie north or northeast 
there will terrain inside of twenty- 
four hours, no matter how cold it is. 


7. When cirrus Jclonds are moving 


rapidly from the south or southeast 
there will be a cold rain-storm on the 
morrow, if it be in snramfcr, and if it 
be in winter, there will be a snow 
storm. 


8. The wind always blows in a cir- 


cle around a storm, and when it 
blowa from the north the heaviest 
rain is east of you; if it blows from 
the south, the heaviest rain is West 
of you; if it blows from the east, 
the heaviest rain is south; if it blows 
from the west, the heaviest rain is 
north of yon. 


9. The wind never blows unless 


rain or snow is falling within 1,000 
miles of you.' 


10. Whenever heavy, white frost 


occurs, a storm is forming within 1,- 
000 miles north or northwest of you.
